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Bristow Dispenses with Bureau and Ap- 
points Law Clerk in Havana—Gen- 


eral Investigation Ordered.: 


HAVANA. May 24.—Mr. Bristow, Acting 
Director General of Posts, today abolished 
the solicitor’s bureau, appointing in its place 
a law clerk, with one stenographer, and thus 
saving $2,700 annually. Many other re- 
forms are promised. The inspectors are still 
busy over the postal accounts, and they say 
it will be a month before their report will 
be ready. In the meantime it is not likely 
that important developments will arise.

State Board of Health’s Representative 
Purposes Grand Jury Investigation 
and Civil Suit Against the “ Over- 

seer” Himself—Eight “Healers * 
Involved—Story of the Insane Girl’s 
Treatment at the Zion Auxiliary— 
Statement by Her Mother. 


_ The practices of John Alexander Dowle’s 
“divine healers in their treatment of Mil- 
He Logan, an insane girl, during her de- 
tention in a small, dark room on the third 
floor of the Zion auxiliary, 16 Bast Sixteenth 
street, may result in bringing before the 
grand jury eight of the “ healers,” an er- 
posure in the courts of the inner workings 
of Dowie’s institution, and are likely to en- 
tail a civil suit against Dowie himself. The 
disclosures made relative to the insane girl’s 
treatment by ‘the “ healers” have induced 
Attorney John A. Barnes, counsel for the 
State Board of Health, to urge criminal pro- 
ceedings against Dowie. Today he will ask 
State’s Attorney Deneen to investigate the 
case, with the recommendation that it be 
brought before the grand jury. The State 
Board of Health also is expected to act on 
the license question. 
The story told Attorney Barnes by Mrs. 
V. I. Bone, mother of the girl, last night on 
her return from the Kankakee Insane Asy- 
lum, where she had taken her daughter on 
Wednesday, involves the torture of the girl 
by infliction of blows by the Dowileites, bind- 
ing her hands and feet for hours at a time, 
painful twisting of her limbs, and subjection 
to pinching.

Mrs. Bone’s Story. 

Most of the injury done to the girl is sup- 
posed by Mrs. Bone to have been inflicted 
on last Wednesday just before the mother 
calied to take her daughter away from the 
Zion home. When Mrs. Bone reached the 
Sixteenth street auxiliary she found Millie 
bound hand and foot and lying on the floor. 
The girl’s arms were twisted and tied be- 
hind her. Her feet were bent back and 
bo near the thighs. In company with 
the ‘kirl were Mrs. Moody, a Zion matron, 
and “ Evangelist’ McCormick. They told 
Mrs. Bone that the patient had become 
“possessed with the devil,” and that her 
violence necessitated her being bound. Mrs. 
Moody explained that the bruises on her 
face were inflicted while she was being 
bound. 

Mrs. Bone recited other when 
she found her daughter bound with ropes. 
When the mother called last Sunday she 
found Millie bound to her bed. Her feet 
and hands were bound with ropes to the 
railings of the bed and her body was wound 
with a twisted sheet. On Tuesday night, 
when Mrs. Bone unwound twenty feet of 
rope from her daughter’s hands and feet. 
Mrs. Moody told the mother to take her 
daughter away.

Mrs. Bone explained that she had been 
induced to accept the Zion faith temporarily 
through her distress for the daughter, who 
had been afflicted for seven years.

Traders in tie 
pit went wild while cotton slumped 78 points 
on May, 46 points on June, 47 points on July, 
and 15 points on August. .

were put forth on the strength of the failure,

The failure of Price, McCormick & Co. 
was not altogether a surprise on the Cot- 
ton Exchange, it having been common gor- 
sip there for two hours that a crash Was 
imminent. For several days, indeed, it ha 
been hinted that the interests which had at- 
tempted to get a corner in August cotton 
were weakening. That is what the em 
barrassed firm was trying to do—get a core 
ner on cotton—and, although the deal had 
been cleverly engineered, it went the way 
many another corner had gone before it;

The firm is a member not only of the Cot- 
ton Exchange but also of the Stock and 
Produce Exchanges and of the Chicago Stock 
Exchange.

The directors decided to close up 
their business, and the corn in the elevators, 
over 1,000,000 bushels, was sold through A. 
O. Slaughter & Co: as rapidly as possible. 

If it had been known that so much grain 
was to be dumped on the market it would 
have depressed prices, and every effort was 
made to keep the facts secret. 


Net Deficit Is $248,000. 

The receipts for the grain were turned over 
to A. O. Slaughter & Co. to apply on their 
loans, and when every bushel had been 
cleaned out the deficit had been cut down to 
$248,000. This is explained by the fact that 
the corn was sold on a rising market and 
brought much more than it had cost. 

The Wabash elevator, built by the Chicago 
Elevator company on ground leased from the 
Wabash railroad, will be surrendered to the 
railroad May 31, under the terms of the lease, 
for $148,000. When this is turned over to A. 
O. Slaughter & Co. the elevator company 
will still owe that firm $100,000, for which it 
has only the worthless warehouse receipts 
as collateral.

that a drop in prices, expected soon, would 
eause the immediate starting of a large 
amount of building work. 


Cast Iron Pipe Prices Prohibitive. 

The high price of cast iron pipe was com- 
plained of by construction companies en- 
gaged in building water works systems as 
delaying a Vast amount of that kind of 
work. Cast tron pipe is now $28 a ton, hav- 
ing recently dropped from $31 a ton. In 
August, 1808, the City of Chicago purchased 
& large amount of cast iron pipe at $14.88 
a ton. The difference in prices is prohibi- 
tive, and is due, it was stated, to the so- 
ealled cast iron pipe trust—the United 
States Cast Iron Pipe and Foundry company. 


Cause Fall in Lake Rates. 

The slump in steel has carried demorall- 
Zation into the lake carrying trade, the out- 
come of which vessel-owners cannot clearly 
foresee, Carrying charges have dropped 
from day to day, until they are now about 
one-haif » In some lines of trade, what they 
were at the opening of navigation. The 
general decline has been near 20 per cent, 
with a great feeling of uncertainty as to 
what the next rate is going to be. 

It was confidently at the height 
of the boom last fall that the tron mining 
companies Would carry from the Lake Su- 
perior iron region during the present season 
not less than 18,000,000 tons ot ſron ore. 

Was far in excess of the output of any 
previous year, and would tax to the utmost 
the capacity of the lake marine to carry it. 

Long before the season of 1899 had ended 
the Rockefeller and Carnegie interests got 
into their celebrated difficulty over freight 
rates for this season, which was ended by 
making a season rate of $1.25 a ton for c&r- 
rying ore from the head of Lake Superior to 
the ore receiving ports on Lake Erie, There 
was a great rush of yessel-owners to take 
season cargoes at that figure. Three-quar- 
ters of the business for the present season 
was closed up in October. Rates were so 
high that vesselmen counted on a clean 
profit of from 80 to 60 per cent. 


Rush to Charter Boats. 

The winter began with this abnormal sit- 
uation. The iron mining companies, still 
confident of selling their entire output at 
high rates, continued to gather in the few 
remaining boats. Coal companies, which 
feared that they would have no boats to car+ 
ty their coal, entered the lists, and in some 
instances paid half what boats were worth 
to secure them for one season. Grain ship- 
pers calculated on sending most of their 
business by the all-rail route to the sea- 
board, believing that they could not get 
boats at any price. Thus it was when navi- 
gation opened. 

Vesselmen soon began to find that there 
was a difference between a prospective 

fit of 50 per cent and money in the bank. 
any of them were told that the ore their 
boats were to carry was not ready, and the 
boats had to do what their owners could 
find for them in the meantime. Some of the 
Rockefeller fleet were sent to carrying coal 
and grain, and three Rockefeller boats are 
now in Chicago with coal cargoes. They 
were not making half in this trade what the 
Rockefeller people were to pay on their sea- 
son contracts to owners of other boats for 
carrying iron ore. During the last week 
several of the iroh mining companies have 
done better with their contracts, and are 
taking care of the ts they chartered in 
better shape. Stil the situation is most 
unsatisfactory, even for the men who have 
cast iron contracts for the season. 


Makes Iron Cheaper. 

There is now a difference of 25 cents a ton 
between the boom prices of last fall and the 
current rate for carrying iron ore from the 
head of Lake Superior. It takes, in rough 
figures, two tons of iron ore to make a ton 
of pig iron. The people who are buying 
their ircn ore from trip to trip are thus able 
to make pig iron 50 cents a ton cheaper than 
those who bought their supply of ore last 


‘fall. If the lake rate should go to 80 cents a 


ton, as many vesselmen fear, the reduction 


J in the cost of pig iron in lake freight alone 


will be 90 cents. 
Call High Carrying Rate a Blunder. 


It is now admitted by conservative men 
in both the iron trade and in lake carrying 
that the high prices paid to vessel owners 
in the contracts last fall were a grave blun- 
der The business could have been done as 
well at $1 as $1.25 a ton. Even the most 

ne vessel owner did not anticipate 
more than $1. The rate was made by Rocke- 
feller’s manager in a burst of anger when 
he saw the Carnegie people were bent on 
getting the best of him in securing the con- 
trol one Cleveland fleet. 


Roads Ordering No Steel Rails. 

Railroad officials here say there has been 
no reduction yet in the price of steel rails, 
and in consequence they are placing no new 
orders. Nearly all the roads placed orders 
for all they needed for some time to come 
prior to the advance in the rates and in an- 
ticipation of it. These orders have kept 
steel rail mills busy ever since, and the or- 
ders still outstanding cannot all be filled be- 
fore September. By that time a material 
reduction in price is expected. 

Bridge and other construction in which 
steel is used by railroads has nearly all been 
completed, the roads having spent millions 
of money during the flush times of the last 
two years. They are now economizing in 
anticipation of a large decrease in business 
and lighter earnings. 

Vice President Morton of the Santa Fé 
said his company would need no more steel 
rails for some time, having bought 180,000 
tons during the last four years, costing 
about $1,500,000, A small part of the order, 


placed when thé price of steel rails was still

Off Large Sum of Money After 
Using Dynamite.

A gang of five professional bank robbers, 
disguised as sailors, this morning broke into 
the Peninsula Bank at Williamsburg, about 
thirty miles from here.

sentative of the Journeymen Plumbers’ 
union, and the attorney who has charge of 
the evidence relating ta the alleged conspir- 
acy of the building material dealers against 
contractors employing. union labor.

port, which, in addition to making an offer 


to prove the charges of discrimination and 


nent firms dealing in plumbers’ supplies, also 
includes the Masons’ and Builders’ associa- 
tion as guilty of the same practices. The 
evidence concerning the charge against the 
Masons’ and Builders’ association is in the 
hands of the law firm of Newman, Northrup 
& Levison, and will be furnish 
Attorney on request. 


Charge Inciting to Riot. 

Besides asking indiętments against the 
wholesale dealers in plumbers’ supplies, the 
Building Trades council will endeavor to 
have W. D, O’Brien, President of the Build- 
ing Contractors’ council, and W. F. Behel, 
chairman of the Executive committee of that 
organisation, indicted on the charge of in- 
citing to riot and bloodshed. This move 
on the part of the labor people created some 
surprise among the contractors and set them | 
to guessing as to the argument or evidence, 
on which such a charge would be based.

The list of witnesses furnished by Attor- 
ney Gannon contains the names of twenty- 
three persons who from time to time during 
the last four months have called on the 
above mentioned wholesale- and have 
been refused supplies for their iness for 
the reason, according to the attorney, that 
they either employed union labor or were 
supposed to be in sympathy with it. Seven 
witnesses are named who will testify con- 
cerning the charge against President O’ Brien 
and Chairman Behel of the contractors’ or- 
ganisation, and three names are given of 
persons who will testify that certain mem- 
bers of the Contractors’ council endeavored 
to incite their dgents to do bodily injury to 
the person of James Murray, a business 
agent of the Sheet Metal Workers’ union. 

The attack about to be made against the 
‘Masons’ and Builders’ association will be a 
sequel to the injunction proceedings which 
were instituted against the association last 
June by Newman, Northrup & Levison, rep- 
resenting the Union Pressed Brick com- 
pany, to restrain the association from dis- 
criminating against the company. It is. be- 
lieved that the evidence in the possession 
of the law firm will be of great aid to the 
grand jury. 

Masons and Builders Meet. 

The Masons and Builders’ association had 
a protracted session in the afternoon. Re- 
ports were current that serious disaffection 
prevailed among the smaller contractors 
identified with the association, but Victor 
Falkenau denied this and asserted that the 
association unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion reaffirming loyalty to the Building Con- 
tractors’ council. 

It was learned in the evening that one 
cause of the prolonged meeting was a com- 
munication from the Hod Carriers and 
Building Laborers’ union asking for a bon- 
ference of joint committees to settle their 
differences.

“We are going to call that practice off 
tomorrow,“ said he, not because of any 
fear of the grand jury, understand, but be- 
cause we have no desire to stand in the way 
of a settlement of the labor trouble. The 
discrimination has been of a technical nature 
merely, but hereafter the customer who can 
make a satisfactory showing of credit will 
be accommodated just as promptly as the 
cash customer.’’ 

The degree to which the company’s change 
‘of policy will affect the labor situation is 
problematical, for the contractors have been 
declaring that while the lockout continues 
the demand for building material fs too 
slight to be of any consequence. On the 
contrary, the labor leaders assert that an 
open brick market will enable many small 
contractors to resume business, and thereby 
create a demand for union labor far in excess 
of the present demand. ae 

Next Monday the manufacturers and the 
brickmakers, the latter represented by 
Charles Hank; secretary of the Brickmakers’ 
alliance, will meet for the pyrpose of enter- 
ing into a néw agreement, which has been 
deferred more than a month in the hope that 
the labor trouble would be settled. The 
brickmakers are said to be willing to aban- 
don the provision for a sympathetic strike.

RIOTING CONTINUES IN ST. LOUIS AS 
A RESULT OF THE STRIKE. 


Moab Stops a Car on Whick Are Several 
Officers and the Latter Fire Into the 
Crowd, One Man Being Seriousiy 

Wounsded—Governor Stephens Is- 

sues a Statement Charging Demo- 

eratic Politicians with Responsibil- 
tor Comtinuance of Trouble.

St. Louis, Mo., May 24.-—[(Special.J—In an 
attack on a train of the Park avenue divis- 
ion of the Transit company at Compton and 
Park avenues tonight at 8 o'clock several 
shots were fired by guards, and three per- 
sons wounded, one seriously. 

Two cars joined together were sent out 
to make the trip from the Union Station to 
the car shops on Park and Vandeventer 
avenues, The train reached Park and 
Compton avenues while a number of street 
car men were holding a meeting in a café 
at the corner, Hearing the noise of the 
cars they ran out to the sidewalk and joined 
the crowd which was watching the ap- 
proach of the train. A number of boys be- 
gan to race alongside the car, jeering at 
the crew, and stones were thrown as the 
train reached the corner. 

The guards, who were seated in the rear 
car, immediately opened fire, about fifteen 
shots being fired in all. One of the bullets 
hit a spectator, said to be a real estate man, 
slightly wounding him in the heel. Another 
bullet passed through the glass front of the 
cafe and lodged: in the right leg of Dave 
Watts, a strfking motorman. J. 8. Harding, 
also a motorman, received one of the bullets 
in the right side of the chest. He was re- 
moved to the City Hospital, where his con- 
dition was thought serious. |

Statement by the Governor.

maries. This element is sending speakers to 
meetings held to express sympathy for the 
strikers all over the city, and if not coun- 
seling disorder it is at least 
couraging it. 

“These persons are responsible for the 
many effigies of myself and the police au- 
thorities which I find dangling from poles 
and trolley lines on many streets. As a re- 
sult of their movements I have received 
many letters threatening my life should I 
continue to do my duty and provide officers 
to keep the peace. .

The cars are not running on a 
number of the lines and are not running in 
full complement on any of them; this con- 
dition cannot be allowed to continue. 

The police have done their duty well, and 
I think they will be able to handle the situa- 
tion.

Not even those who sympathize with 
the English in the present war in south 
Africa will approve of the tone of some 
of the dispatches which have come out 
of Mafeking since it was relieved. It is 
not to be expected, of course, that people 
who have been living for several months 
on cowhide soup and mule sausages will 
feel in a kindly way towards those who 
have been responsible for their privations.

When the relieving column entered Mafe- 
king it appears that the Boers commenced 
a retreat which was vigorously followed 
up by the English forces.

slaughter of fleeing Boers then is to be 
classed with other big game hunting and

THE MEANINGLESS BREVET RANK, 

Every sane military thinker will hope that 
the list of names of some six hundred army 
officers recently recommended for brevet 
rank will be allowed to sleep peacefully for 
all timie in the pigeon-hole where it has’ 
been placed by the Secretary of War. Bre- 
vet rank in the United States army has 
come to be as meaningless a thing as is the 
prefix Hon.,“ which is tacked on to his 
name by nearly every civilian who rises to 


the dignity of poundmaster in his native 


town, | 

A look into the official army register today 
shows scores upon scores of such entries as 
this: John Smith, Major ——th U. S. In- 
fantry, Bvt. Lt. Col. for gallant and 
meritorious conduct in the battle of 
the Wilderness.” As a matter of 
fact, every army officer, from a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant up, who faced the foe 
and did his dangerous duty unflinchingly 
in the Wilderness behaved gallantly and 
meritoriously. Many of the men who re- 
ceived the brevets were men who had Wash- 
ington friends to push their claims. Army 
officers know this, and there would be no 
striving for brevet rank were it not for the 
fact that one man dislikes to see another 
get that which he, though with equal 
deserts, cannot get for himselt. 

A certificate of merit means more in the 
army than ten brevet promotions, and a 
medal of honor means more than both the 
others lumped. The medals of honor are 
given sparingly and only for individual and 
conspicuous acts of personal bravery. A 


case in point is that of J. W. Heard of the 


Third United States Cavalry. Heard witb 
his troop: was on a government steamer 

close to shore. Sharpshooters, hidden, got 

the range of the boat and were sweeping its 
deck with bullets. Something happeried to 

the signal system connecting the pilot-house 

with the engine-room. It was necessary 

for some one to stand on the most exposed 

part of the deck and transmit orders vocal- 

ly. Heard refused to allot the task to any 

of his men and took upon himself the duty 

which seemed sure death. He did theswork 

while the bullets splintered the deck at his 

feet and cut the upper works at his back. 

He probably prefers his medal of honor, 

intrinsic value one cent, to the brevet rank 

of General, The brevet rank is cheap; the 

medal of honor is bought with a price. 


LESS STEALING THAN OF OLD, 
The general government may be out be- 
tween $100,000 and $200,000 by the opera- 
tions of Neeley, the former treasurer of 
the Postoffice department in Cuba. This 
is a large sum, but the statement that “ in 
the history of the government’s postal de- 
partment no such loss has ever before 
been imposed on it by a trusted employé 
or executive department head ” is not cor- 
rect. The administration of department 
affairs under Monroe, Adams, and Jackson 
was scandalously lax and often corrupt. 
Barry, who was Jackson’s first Postmaster 


General. had to resign in disgrace because 


of the disclosures made as to his man- 
agement of affairs. The contractors for 
mail service ran the department to suit 
themselves. Samuel L. Gouverneur, a 
relative of President Monroe, who had been 
postmaster at New York for many years, 
was dismissed after he had robbed the 
government of a large amount. He was 
the a plice of a mail contractor. 

The postofiice robberies were petty com- 
pared with those in other departments. 
Samuel L. Swartwont, appointed Collector 
of the Port of New York by Jackson, de- 
faulted to the amount of nearly a; mil- 
lion and a half. Jesse Hoyt, appointed as 
his successor by Van Buren, swindled the 
government out of about a half a million 
dollars. Out of about sixty land office re- 
celvers of public money fifty defaulted to 
the amount of $820,000. ‘The operations 


of Neeley and his associates, which justly 


provoke so much indignation, would have 
created but little excitement had they hap- 
pened in the good old Jackson days., Then 
there really was what Senator Hale, speak- 
ing of recent stealings in Cuba, calls a 
carnival of fraud and corruption.“ But 
of the embezzlers of seventy years ago 
few were punished. Of the men who have 
been stealing in Cuba few, if any, will 
escape. 

‘So far as is known the management of 
affairs by military officers on duty in Cuba 
has been free from reproach. But army 


officers have been dishonest, especially in 


the past. In 1888 President Van Buren 
dishonorably dismissed fram the service 
General Gratiot, chief engineer, because : 
he had defaulted to the amount of $50,000. 
In 1812, according to General Jessup, of- 
ficers were guilty of peculations of whieh a 
sergeant of regulars would not have been

| LET US HAVE PURE MILK. 

There is an ordinance which makes it 
a misdemeanor to sell in this city milk 
in which any foreign substance has been 
put “ for preserving the sweetness or condi- 
tion thereof.” This is as it should be, for 
as yet no preservative has been discoy- 
ered which is admitted by all to be harm- 
less. When such a preservative is found, if 
it ever is, its use will be permitted. In 
the meantime it is the duty of the city 
Health department to compe! milk dealers 
to obey the ordinance, 

‘The examinations made recently by the 
Milk Inspection bureau show that the use 
of formalin as a preservative is quite gen- 
eral. Naturally the men who use it say 
it is harmless—that it rather improves 
milk, There is a difference of opinion 
among chemists on this point. Some say 
that it is not poisonous even in a 1 per 
cent solution. Health Commissioner 
Reynolds says that formalin is a deadly 
poison and “the most dangerous of all 
adulterants.“ 

‘That formalin is a poison which will 
cause death if taken in sufficient quantities 
ig admitted. How much of it, if any, & 
baby can take without being harmed there- 
by is not a question for milkmen to de- 
termine. Nor, indeed, is it one that chemists 
can be allowed to pass on by a majority 
vote. The tenure of infantile life is frail 
enough when every precaution is taken. 
The milk consumers whose interests are 
most to be regarded are the little chil- 
dren, and they are the ones who may be 
poisoned*by adulterants that will not per- 
ceptibly- harm adults. 

The Health Commissioner does not pro- 
pose to discuss the question of the alleged 
harmlessness of formalin when taken in 
minute doses. ‘The ordinance forbids its 
use and he intends to enforce the ordinance, 
a violation of which subjects the offender 
to a fine. But fines, which may be sus- 
pended or appealed, will not punish the 
offenders so effectively as publicity will. 
If the Health department will notify house- 
keepers who are the milk dealers who 
violate the ordinance by putting in their 
milk a foreign substance which the head 
of that department is satisfied is “ the 
most dangerous of all adulterants,” those 
housefeepers will protect their children by 
ceasing to. buy milk from those dealers. 
Hot weather is approaching, when impure 


milk is more harmful to babies than at any 


other time. Now is the season for the 
Health department, which has done so 
much good work, to do still more. 


THE REPEAL OF WAR TAXES. 

The ruling spirits in the House of Repre- 
sentatives have become convinced at last 
that a reduction of war taxes is advisable. 
Though the country is prosperous, busi- 
ness interests are still fretting over un- 
necessary taxation and will continue to 
fret and complain until relief is had. So 
it has been practically settled that the 
on Ways and Means shall 
draft a tax reduction measure to be pre- 
sented next December. While it is dit- 
ficult, as a rule, to enact important general 
legislation at a short session, it is more 
than likely that a bill to cut down taxes 
will get through, even though it may not 
go so far as some Congresgmen may desire, 
Action by Congress on this subject at 
the present session would have gratified the 
public. It could have repealed some of 
the more vexatious war taxes without em- 
barrassing the Treasury. There is a bal- 
ance on hand now of $143,000,000. The 
excess of receipts over disbursements for 


the present fiscal year is $60,000,000 to date. 
There is not a cloud on the business horizon 


and there is no danger of a sudden decline 
in revenues. There is every reason to 
lieye they will increase. : 

But the withdrawal of money circu- 
lation due to the excess of receipts bver 
expenditures will be offset to a considerable 
extent by the heavy disbursements which 
the Treasury will make in connection 
with its refunding operations and the pay- 
ment of the $25,000,000 of 2 per cent 
“ continued ” bonds. These disbursements 
presumably will make it unnecessary to 
place large sums in the national bank de- 
positaries later in the year to relieve a 
stringency in the money market, They will 
eat a hole in the balance on hand. 

When Congress takes up this question 
of tax reduction next winter it will go 
farther than it would have gone had it 
acted at the present session. If matters 
have quieted down in the Philippines by 
that time it will probably make a clean 
sweep of all the war taxes. The revenues 
will still be largé enough to meet ordinary 
expenses and there will be a surplus in 
the Treasury sufficient to meet unexpected 


demands. 


‘HE CREED REVISION QUESTION. 

‘he Presbyterian General Assembly at 
St. Louis has disposed of the creed re- 
vision question as was to have been ex- 
pected. The decision of the assembly is 
based upon the lines of the report made 
by Dr. Herrick Johnson, calling for the 
appointment of a committee to consider 
the entire question of a restatement of doc- 
trinal standards and to report to the next 
General Assembly. This committee has 
been constituted and its duty will be to 
report what in its judgment is the best 
course to adopt, whether to issue an au- 
thoritative statement or undertake revision 
of the standards, to draw up a short creed 
to be appended to them or a substitute for 
the present confession of faith, or “in any 


trinal belief that would embrace the essen- 
tials of those things most surely believed 
among us, and for which the Presbyterian 
Church has stood through the centuries.” _ 
By this action of the assembly the com- 
mittee has the subject completely in hand 
in all its phases, and it has time enough to 
investigate it exhaustively and to ascertain 
from all the presbyteries how they stand 
upon the question of revision and just what 
they desire should be done. Under the cir- 
cumstagces the assembly could not have 
done more or less. It had received over- 
tures from only about one-fourth of the 
presbyteries asking for a change, and these 
“were not agreed upon what should be done. 
It is evident that the large majority of the 
presbyteries have not yet decided which 
is the best course to take, or it may be that 
they are not in favor of making any change. 
In any event, it would have been most un- 
wise for the assembly to take any step look- 
ing toward the settlement of so important

HOTEL FIRE STILL A MYSTERY.’ 


Coroner’s Inquest on Helene Victims 
Fails to Place Blame for the 
Disaster. | 

The mystery concerning the origin of the 
fire which destroyed the Hotel Helene and 
burned three of its inmates fatally on the 
morning of May 16 was not cleared up at 
the inquest held by Deputy Coroner Bach at 
the Hyde Park Police Station yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The missing night watchman, Hen- 
ry Fredericks, has not yet been found by 
the police, 

Inspector Hunt asked for another contin- 
uance to give the police more time to locate 
Fredericks. “‘ While’I am not prepared to 
believe Fredericks set fire to the hotel, the 
Inspector said, “ still I will not be satisfied 
until he has been discovered. He has dis- 
appeared from his home and has not been 
geen since the flre.“ 

The inquest was continued to June 2, after 
the owner of the hotel, Dr. J. B. Flood, Build- 
ing Inspector J. H. Peters, and several police 
officers had testified. Nothing was brought
